TRADE MISSION OCT 13-18. BELGRADE SCHEDULE COMBINES INTRODUCTION 
TO FEDERAL POLICY MAKERS WITH MEETINGS WITH INDUSTRY. SARAJEVO 
VISIT AEFORDS OPPORTUNITY TO INSPECT AND OEFER SOLUTIONS FOR 
VAST URBAN AND INDUSTRIAL POLLUTION PROBLEMS ON WHICH CITY 
SEEKING IBRD FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE. ZAGREB/LJUBLJANA PORTION IS 
TARGETED APPROACH TO KEY ENGINEERS IN INSTITUTES AND ENTERPRISES 
SEEKING INSTRUMENTS AND SYSTEMS FOR ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION. 
THESE CITIES ALSO OEFER CHANCE TO EOLLOW UP ON AUSTRIAN PROMOTION 
OF PROJECT 2000 AT GRAZ, WHERE ALL MISSION MEMBERS WILL HAVE 
EXHIBITS. S AND E BUDGET $1,850 FOR YUGOSLAVIA (DOWN FROM $2,400), 

AND INCREASE TO $1,600 NOW RECOMMENDED FOR SWITZERLAND. ESTIMATED
